AN  ORDINANCE  APPHOPfflATItJG  ALL  ESTIMATED  flECEIPTS  AND 
ALL  ESTIfATED  EXFEmiTTOES  FOR  TEE  CITY  AlID  COUUTY  OF 
SAN  FR^IICISCO  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YE-iR  ENDKG  JTJHE  30,  I96O 


Be  It  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1,     The  several  amounte  of  estimated  receipts,  Incone  and  revenue  enumerated  herein  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  several  funds  and 
departments  Indicated  in  this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  appropriations  herein  provided. 

Section  2.  The  several  amouDta  of  proposed  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  ?0,  1960  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  several  funds 
and  departments  as  enumerated  nerein.  Each  department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is  herein  made  is  hereby  authorized  to  use,  In  the 
manner  provided  bj  law,  the  amounts  so  appropriated  for  the  purposes  specified  In  this  appropriation  ordinance. 

Section  5.     The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appronriate  accounts  for  the  items  of  receipts  and  exnenditures  appro- 
priated herein. 

Section  4..     Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department,  or  where  a  duty  or  a 
performance  has  heen  transferred  fron  one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  Is  aut.^o^ized  and  directed  to  make  the  related  transfer  of  fiinds; 
pronided  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department  in  consideration 
of  departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made  in  aKcess  of  the  actual  coat  of  such  service;  provided 
further,  that  in  no  event  shall  transfers  from  utility  surplus  exceed  the  lialtatlons  set  forth  In  Section  129  of  the  Charter. 

Funds  appropriated  herein  to  meet  estimated  utility  deficits,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  71;  of  the  Charter,  shall  be  made  available 
to  each  of  such  utilities  only  to  the  extent  that  an  actual  deficit  shall  exist  and  not  to  exceed  the  aaount  herein  provided.  Any  amount  not  re- 
quired for  the  purpose  of  meeting  an  utility  deficit  shall  at  June  JO,  l^bO,  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund. 

Tn  addition  to  the  amount  provided  from  taxes  the  Controller  shall  make  available  for  expenditure  only  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  for  items 
of  proposed  expenditures  that  are  designated  herein  as  appropriated  for  Collection  of  Rents  (Real  Estate  Department),  Tearing  Op  Streets,  Inspec- 
tion Fees  (Engineering),  Advertising  Fees  (Engineering),  and  War  Memorial  Reserve  Fund  {in  accordance  with  Ordinance  125»  Series  of  1959)- 

In  connection  with  the  operation  of  Camp  Mather  (Recreation  and  Park  Department)  the  Controller  Is  authorized  to  establish  an  account  for  depos- 
iting revenues  which  are  applicable  to  the  ensuing  fiscal  year;  said  revenue  shall  be  carried  forward  and  become  a  part  of  the  funds  available  for 
appropriation  in  said  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

All  money  received  in  connection  with  contracts  under  which  a  portion  of  the  moneys  received  la  to  be  paid  to  the  contractors  and  the  remainder 
of  the  a;ncys  received  inures  to  tbe  City  and  Co'jJity  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury. 

{1)     That  portion  of  the  money  reoelved  which  under  the  terms  of  the  contracts  inures  to  the  City  and  County  shall  be  deposited  to  the  credit 
of  the  Contracting  Fund. 

(2)     That  portion  of  the  money  received  which  under  the  terms  of  the  contracts  is  to  be  paid  to  the  contractor  shall  be  deposited  in  special 
funds  and  is  hereby  appropriated  for  said  purposes. 
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Section  5.     In  the  exrent  that  Batlrated  receipts  fron  other  than  DtlHty  Bevenues,  but  Including  amounts  from  ad  valorem  taxes  shall  exceed  tho 
ectual  requirement  for  bond  interest  and  redenptlon,  said  excess  shall  be  traiisferred  to  a  general  bond  interest  and  redes-iption  reserve  account. 
The  Bond  Interest  and  Hedsmptlon  Reserve  is  hereby  appropriated  to  neet  debt  service  requirementa  not  otherwise  provided  for  herein. 

Section  5,    The  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated,  being  baaed  on  estimated  receipts,  income  or  revenues  nhlch  may  not  be  fully- 
realized,  it  shall  be  Incuiabent  upon  the  Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  monthly  or  quarterly  as  he  niay  determine,  under  mhich 
the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be  expended.     Tne  Controller  shall  revise  such  revenue  estimates  monthly.     If  such  revised 
estimates  indicate  a  shortage,  the  Controller  shall  hold  In  reserve  an  equivalent  amount  of  the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth 
herein  until  the  collectlon^of  the  amounts  as  originally  estimated  is  assured,  and  In  all  cases  where  It  is  provided  by  the  Charter  that  a  speci- 
fied or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  any  department  thi  amount  of  such  appropriation  herein  provided  derived  frois  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the 
anount  actually  produced  by  the  levy  made  for  such  department.     The  Controller  in  issuing  warrants  or  In  certifying  contracts  or  purchase  orders  or 
other  encumbrances  pursuant  to  Section  86  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted  portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  for  en- 
cumbrance or  expenditure  and  shall  not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such  allotment.     In  case 
of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstances  which  could  not  be  a^iticlpeted  at  the  time  of  apportionment,  an  additional  allotment  for  a  period  may  be  made 
on  the  reeorL-^endatlon  of  the  department  head  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  board  or  comnlssion,  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller. 
After  the  allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  heretofore  provided,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer  to  expend  or 
cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater  than  the  amount  set  forth  for  the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so  established,  unless  an 
additional  allotment  is  made,  as  herein  provided. 

Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations  herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  o? 
each  such  appropriation,  unless  the  same  shell  have  been  increased  by  supplemental  appropriations  made  In  the  manner  provided  by  Section  79  and  80 
of  the  Charter,  or  by  transfer  as  provided  by  Sections  77  90  of  the  Charter. 

The  Controller  Is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  reserves  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  adjustments  In  connection  with  liquidation  of 
encumbrances  and  othar  obligations  of  prior  years. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  transfers  to  correct  objects  of  expenditure  classifications,  and  corrections  in  classi- 
fications made  necessary  by  changes  In  the  proposed  method  of  expenditure. 

Where  appropriations  are  made  heroin  for  the  purpose  of  replacement  equipment,  and  In  lieu  of  "trading-ln"  the  equipment  to  be  replaced  the  Pur- 
chaser sella  said  equiranent  at  a  public  sale,  so  much  of  the  proceeds  as  may  be  required  to  effect  the  purchase  of  replacement  equipment  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  said  purpose.     Provided,  however,  that  In  the  replacement  of  automobiles  the  funds  herein  made  avcilable  shall  not  be  used  to  buy 
a  replacement  of  an  automobile  superior  in  class  to  the  one  being  replaced  unless  it  has  been  so  specifically  authorised  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
In  the  making  of  the  original  appropriation. 

Appropriations  for  equipment  from  current  funds  shall  be  construed  to  be  annual  appropriations  and  unencumbered  balances  shall  lapse  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  6a.     With  the  exception  of  the  seasonal  gardener  provisions  for  Juvenile  Hall  and  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  the  amounts  pro- 
vldad  in  the  various  departmental  budgets  for  mages  of  the  gardener  classifications  shall  be  set  up  in  separate  appropriations  for  each  department 
affected,  ailoted  on  a  monthly  basis,  and  used  exclusively  to  pay  occupants  of  permanent  positions,  and  all  sums  remaining  In  each  such  monthly  al- 
iotanent  after  payment  of  such  permanent  wages  shall  be  transferred  to  the  related  Account  #2990* 

Section  7.    Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the  payment  of  salaries  or  wages,  the  head  of  the 
department  to  which  such  appropriations  are  made,  or  the  head  of  the  department  authorized  by  contract  or  Interdepartmental  order  to  make  expenditures 
from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller,  when  requested,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during 
the  ensuing  period. 
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Section  8.     The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in  making  payments  for  interdepartmental 
services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  7?  of  the  Charter,  and  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  interdepartmental  reserves 
which  may  be  required  to  pay  for  future  obligations  which  result  from  current  perfomances.     I'fhenever  In  the  judgment  of  the  Controller,  the 
amounts  which  have  been  set  aside  for  such  purposes  are  no  longer  required  or  are  in  excess  of  the  amount  nhich  is  then  currently  estimated  to 
be  required,  the  Controller  shall  transfer  the  unrequired  amount  to  the  unappropriated  balance  of  the  particular  fund  of  which  the  reserve  is 
a  part.     Provided  further  that  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  for  outlay  purposes  from  any  Interdepartmental  reserve  without  specific  appropria- 
tion by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Section  9.  Appointing  officers  shall  not  make  appointments  to  any  office  or  position  until  the  Controller  shall  certify  that  funds  are  avail- 
able. 

Funds  provided  herein  for  permanent  salaries  may,  with  tbe  approval  of  the  Controller,  be  used  to  provide  for  a  temporary  employment  when  it 
becomes  necessary  to  replace  a  permanent  occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave  without  pay. 

Appointments  to  seasonal  or  temporary  positions  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for  which  tbe  Controller  has  certified  the  availability  of  funds. 
The  Controller  shall  be  Immediately  notified  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  any  position. 

Section  10.     Surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  herein  made  for  personal  services  shall  be  transferred  by  the  Controller  to  a  "Compensation 
Reserve"  In  the  fund  of  which  the  appropriation  is  a  part. 

Each  "Compensation  Reserve"  is  for  the  related  departments  appropriated  for  the  following  purposes: 

For  adjusting  the  provision  for  the  compensation  of  an  office  or  a  position  wherein  the  amount  provided  for  such  compensation  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  officer  or  employee  returning  to  such  office  or  position  from  military  or  war  leave  the  compensation  said  officer  or  emnloyee 
is  legally  entitled  to  receive. 

For  providing  the  compensation  for  an  office  or  a  position  wherein  provision  has  not  been  otherwise  made  to  pay  an  officer  or  employee  who 
may  be  entitled  thereto  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  thirty  days  while  absent  from  his  duties  or  services  irhile  engaged  In  ordered  military  or 
naval  duty  and  while  going  to  and  returning  from  such  duty. 

For  providing  the  compensation  for  an  office  or  a  position  wherein  provision  has  not  been  otherwise  made  to  pay  an  officer  or  employee  re- 
turning from  military  or  war  leave  to  a  regularly  established  office  or  position  the  compensation  said  officer  or  employee  is  legally  entitled 
to  receive. 

For  adjusting  the  provision  for  the  compensation  of  an  office  or  a  position  wherein  the  amount  provided  for  such  compensation  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  officer  or  employee  (whether  permanently  or  temporarily  employed)  the  compensation  said  officer  or  employee  is  legally  enti- 
tled to  receive,  whether  the  compensation  ia  provided  for  by  direct  appropriation  or  through  services  of  other  departments  or  some  other 
Indirect  appropriation. 

For  adjustments  necessai^  to  pay  the  rates  of  pay  established  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  adoption  of  the  budget  for  employments 
known  as  disability  transfers. 

Such  amounts  as  may  be  required  to  carry  out  the  above  provision  shall  be  transferred  by  the  Controller  to  the  related  appropriations  upon  the 
request  of  the  department  head  concerned  and  that  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  board  or  commission  for  departments  under  their  respective 
jurisdiction. 

Each  such  request  shall  require  the  prior  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 
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S'Jrpiuaes  existing  In  "Compansatior  Beserve"  may  alBO  be  transferred  to  eccoioit  nunb=r  299°  of  the  related  fund  and  may  also  be  used  for  the 
making  of  appropriation  for  other  compensation . requlrenents  in  the  manner  provided  by  Charter. 

Section  lis.     Under  the  provisions  of  Section  55-5^  °^  Charter,  salary  vfarrants  for  extra  time  served  by  inembera  of  the  Police  Department 

shall  be  payable  from  the  reg-jlar  salary  appropriation  of  the  Tcllce  Department  for  the  prevailing  fiscal  year  or  from  any  appropriation  made 
for  such  purpose,  and  at  no  time  shall  extra  eompensstion  be  authorized  or  paid  In  amocnts  exceeding  the  available  unencumbered  balance  in  any 
such  appropriation. 

Section  lib.     Dnder  the  provisions  of  Section  S^'l  of  the  Charter,  salary  warrants  for  extra  time  served  by  nenbers  of  the  Plre  Department 
shall  be  payable  fro:r.  ths  regular  salary  appropriation  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  prevailing  fiscal  year  or  fron  any  appropriation  made  for 
such  purpose  end  at  no  tine  shall  extra  corapensation  be  authorized  or  paid  in  amounts  exceeding  the  available  unencunbared  balance  In  any  such 
appropriation. 

Section  12.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  Special  and  Trust  Funds,  Revolving  Funds,  and  Reserves 
and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  auch  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  V7hich  each  such 
fund  waa  established. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorised  and  directed  to  set  up  additlonel  Special  and  Trust  Funds  and  Reserves  as  may  b"  created  by  either  addi- 
tional bequests  or  under  other  conditions  and  the  receipts  in  each  such  fun^  are  hereby  appropriated  In  accordance  with  law  for  the  purposes  and 
subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  such  fund  was  established. 

Section  12. 1»    iVhenever  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from  the  United  States  of  America,  the  State 
of  California,  or  from  any  public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firii  or  corporation,  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  converted 
into  noney,  the  Controller  shall  set  up  on  the  books  of  his  office  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing  the  said  moneys  so  reoelvod  and  speci- 
fying the  special  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which  they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be  maintained  by  the 
said  Controller  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property  reiaalns. 

Each  Department  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  which  In  the  normal  operations  under  its  power  and  duties  is  by  law  and  upon  deposit 
of  moneys  by  persons,  firms,  or  corporations  authorised  to  perform  certain  services  for  and  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  said  persons,  firms  or 
corporations,  is  hereby  authorized  to  perform  similar  services  for  the  United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  any  division  or 
agency  of  either,  upon  receipt  of  a  legal  and  proper  order  or  contract  to  pay  to  the  City  end  County  of  San  Fraicisco  the  full  cost  and  expense 
of  performing  the  required  services  upon  completion  thereof.     City  owned  public  utilities  may  with  approval  of  the  Controller  perform  such  serv- 
ices for  privately  owned  public  utilities  In  the  manner  provided  in  this  paragraph. 

The  expenditures  necessary  from  said  funds  or  said  accounts  as  created  herein,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  for  which  said  moneys  or  or- 
ders have  been  received  or  for  which  said  accounts  are  being  melntaljied.  shall  be  approved  by  the  Controller  and  said  expenditures  are  hereby 
appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  said  moneys  or  orders  have  been  received  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  In  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  said  funds  are  maintained. 

Section  12.2.     All  moneys  available  In  the  Excess  Liability  Accident  Reserve  Fund  of  the  Municipal  Railway  {Ordinance  Ho.  3209,  Series  of 
1959)  ^d  all  moneys  received  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any  excess  public  liability  end 
property  damage  Insurance  policy  covering  the  ownership,  maintenance  and  operation  of  any  of  its  municipal  utilities  are  hereby  appropriated  and 
made  available  to  the  related  municipal  utility  for  the  payment  of  personal  injury  and  property  damage  claims. 

Section  12.5,     Premiums  received  from  the  sale  of  bonds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  bond  interest  and  redemption  purposes  of  the  issue  upon 
which  it  was  received. 

Section  12.14,.  Receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  Appropriation  No.  255.999. 50  (Printing  of  Ballot  Arguments)  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accord- 
ance with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which  this  appropriation  is  established. 
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Section  12. 5>    Whenever  emploveea  of  departments  are  required  to  work  overtime  on  account  of  services  required  by  renters,  leasees  or  tenants 
of  said  departments,  the  cost  of  such  overtime  enployment  stjflll  be  collected  by  the  departments  from  the  renters,  lessees  or  tenants  involved, 
and  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Txeasurer  to  the  credit  of  a  departmental  special  Overtime  Appropriation.     All  moneys  deposited  therein  are  here- 
by appropriated  for  such  purpose. 

Section  12.6.     The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  end  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding  amoiints  deposited  in  the  Treasury  in 
excess  of  amounts  due,  and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  are  hereby  appropriated  In  accordance  with  lav/. 

Section  15.     Aid  paid  from  funds  herein  provided  and  refunded  during  the  fiscal  year  hereof  shall  be  credited  to,  and  made  available  In,  the 
appropriation  from  which  said  aid  was  provided. 

Section  tJo  ordinance  appropriating  moneys  from  the  Emergency  Peserve  Fund  shall  be  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  unless  an  actual 

eirergency  shall  exist  within  the  meaning  of  Sections  Ifc  or  25  of  the  Charter  end  the  Bnergency  is  specifically  stated  and  defined  In  such  ordinance. 

Moneys  which  are  appropriated  during  the  fiscal  year  from  the  Bnergency  Heserve  Fund  to  departments,  offices  and  funds  shall  be  construed  only 
as  estimates  of  such  requirements.     The  Controller  shall,  upon  the  determination  of  the  actual  requirement,  return  to  the  Emergency  Heserve  Fund 
that  portion  of  the  appropriation  which  Is  not  actually  required  for  the  stated  emergency. 

Prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Controller  shall  transfer  to  the  Emergency  Reserve  Fund  from  any  available  balance  In  the  appropria- 
tions of  any  department,  office  or  fund  the  amount  such  department,  office  or  fund  has  received  as  an  appropriation  from  the  Qnergency  Reserve 
Fund  or  as  much  thereof  as  is  available  for  trmsfer. 

Section  15.     All  transactions  affecting  appropriations  made  for  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  and  the  Parking  Authority,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
budget  and  fiscal  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

Section  16.     The  term  "department"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office,  utility,  board  or  conmisslon,  as  the  case 
may  be.     The  term  "department  head"  as  used  herein  shall  be  as  defined  In  Section  20  of  the  Cbarter. 

SectloQ  17.     All  supplemental  appropriations  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof.
